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INTRODUCTION. 


F ew books have been written under fuch 
advantageous circumiliances as the Ay in 
Akbary. The Emperor Akbar was himfeii a 
man of curiofity and learning ; and his Secretary 
Abul Fazel, who had the immediate fuperin- 
tendence of this work, has univerfally. been con- 
lidered as an ornament of the age in which he 
lived. 

A bare recital of the contents of this perform- 
ance will be fulEcient to Ihew its utility, 

Befides a particular defcription of each pro- 
vince in the Moghol dominions, under the title 
of the Hiftory of the Subahs, it contains a full 

A account 
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account and lift of the Emperor’s army ; the 
wages, falary,. and duty of each particular ler- 
vant or officer about him ; au account of the. 
attendants falaric?, ahd daily cxpenccs allowed 
for the Haram ; an account of the different forts 
of weights,, meafures, and coins throughout the 
empire ; the charges and method of refining 
gold and fllver in. the royal mint ; and the fe- 
veral infcriptions, weight and value of the leveral 
coins r an account of all the herbs,, fruits, flovv^ers,. 
and grains at the different feafbns of the year : 
the ceremonies of marrying in the royal family, 
their feaftings, &c. The Emperor’s manner of 
holding a divan and receiving his people, and the 
honours tliey do him ; and his method of em- 
ploying his time. Thefe, with a variety of other 
curious particulars, form the Two Firft Parts.. 
The Third Part contains a full account of the 
Gentoo religion, their books, and the fubjeifts of 
them, the feveral fe£fs, and the points in which 

they 
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differ ; with riie particulars of their tyor- 
fliip,, purihcAtiqns, eating, drinking, marrying, 
6cc. 

My attention was firil turned to the Ayin 
A KB ARY by the high encomiums which arc be- 
ftowed ujxan it by the learned Mr. Jones in his 
Pcrfian Grammar, and farther examination con- 
vinced me that his prailes did not exceed, the 
merits of the performancc.. 

I have already made a very confiderable pro- 
grefs in tranflating the Work, and I fhall con- 
tinue to employ every interval of leihire in the 
completion of it. — I am making a colledlion of 
Drawings of the moft remarkable men, animals, 
cities,, fruits,, and flowers, as well as Reprelen- 
tations of the principal ceremonies defcribed in 
the Ayin Akbary, in order to illuftrate it as 
much as poflible.

I N the fortieth year of the reign of Sultan Akbar hii 
dominions confifted of one hundred and five ^ Sircars, 
fub-divided into two thouland leven hundred and thirty- 
Icven ^ Kufsbahs : the revenue of which he fettled for <'en 
years at the annual rent of three 3 Arribs fixty-two Crores

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ninety-eight Lacks fifty-five thoufand two hundred and 
forty-fix Dams, or Sicca Rupees 9,0,7,42,878 i 10 4 . 

The kingdom was then parcelled into twelve grand 
divifions ; and each was committed to the government of 
a Subahdar or Viceroy ; upon whicli occafioii the Sove- 
reign of the world diftributed twelve Lacks of Beetle. 
The names of the Subahs or Vice-royalties were Allaha- 
bad, Agra, Owd, Ajimeer, Ahmedabad, Bahar, Bengal, 
Dehly, Kabul, Lahore, Moultan. and MalvM. W^hen 
Akbar conquered Berar, Kand.cfs, and Akmednagur, they 
were formed into tJirec Subahs, incrcafing the number to 
f ftcen

SUBAH OF BENGAL. 

S INCE I propofe to begin my defeription of thefe 
pofleffioiis from Bengal, which is the lowefl: extre- 
mity of Hindoftan, and to carry it to Zebuliftan, I hope 
that while I am writing, not only Turan and Eran, but 
allb other countries, may be added to the account. 

After having deferibed the country which lies to tiie 
Eaft, I fhall proceed to the North, from thence defeend 
to the South, and conclude with the Weftern dlvilions. 

The Subah of BENGAL is fituated in the lecond 
climate From Chittagong to Gurry is four hundred 
Kroh difference of longitude ; and from the northern

range 
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range of mountains to the fbiithern extremity of the 
Sircar Madarun comprehends two hundred Kroh of lati- 
tude. And when Orifla was added to Bengal, the addi- 
tional length was computed to be fortjy-three Kroh, and 
the breadth twenty Kroh 7. 

Betwixt the caftern fca and the northern ransre of 
mountains bordcrijig upon Bahar lies a tra£t of country 
called Rhaty ^ whither Efau Afghan carried his 

conqueft, and cauled the Kotbah 9 to be read, and Coin 
to be ftruck in the name of his prelent majefty. Nothing 
remarkable is related of this country, excepting that the 
mangoe trees, which produce very delicious fruit, are not 
fo high as the ordinary ftature of a man* 


7 The Kroh (more commonly known by the Hindoftany name 
Cofe) is different in the feveral provinces. At the end of the ac- 
count of the Subahs there is a particular defeription of the leveral 
kinds of Krohs, with the method of meafuring peculiar to each 
province.

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Bordering upon Bhaty is a very extenfive country fub- 
je£l to the Chief of Tiprah 2 him they ftyle Yeyah 

M^nick ; and whoever are pofleflcd of Rajahfhips bear 
the title of Manick at the end of their names ; and all the 
nobility are called Narain. Their military force confifts 
of a thoufand elephants and two hundred tlioufand infan- 
try, but they have few or no cavalry 

To the northward of Tiprah is the province of Coch ^ ' , 


Tavernier met with fbme Tiprah merchants in his travels 
through India, from whom he received the following relation : 

« The merchants travelled all three through the kingdom of 
Arakan, which lies to the South and Weft of Tiprah, having 
** Ibme part of Pegu upon the Winter Weft. They told me alfb^ 
that it was about fourteen days journey to crofs this country •, 
** from whence there is no certain conjeflure of its extent to be 
made by reafon of the inequality of the ftages.” Vide Tranfla- 
tion of Tavernier’s Travels in India, Part Ild. page 186, printed 
in London, A. D. 1684. 

** This province, if its fitUatioh i^ rightly deferibed, muft now 
be part of Affam, and Tavernier accordingly calls Kaumroop a 
city of Aflam ; but as our author wrote fomc time before Taver- 
nier travelled into India, it is not improbable that, when the Ayirt 
Akbary was compofed, Coch might be an independent fovereigmyi

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chief of which commands a thoufand horfe and 
one hundred tlionfand foot: Kaumroop (which is alfo called 
Kaumvrou) and Kaumnali make a part of his dominions. 
The inhabitants of Kaumvrou are faid to be extremely 
handfome ; and they are reported to be very Ikilful in 
magic. Many incredible ftories are told of tlie natural 
produ£lions of this place, fuch as flower s that retain their 
colour and finell many months after being gathered ; trees 
that Lwing cut lend forth ftreams of delicious liquor, and 
others having branches with fruit without the appearance 
of any trunk to lupport tliem. 

The dominions of the rajah of Alham join to 

Kaumvrou : he is a very powerful prince, lives in vaft 
ftate, and when he dies his neareft I'elations, both male 
and female, are voluntarily buried alive with his corpfe 


In Tavernier’s time this ceremony was faid to be obferved in 
Arakan. Very little was known of AflTam till the reign of Au- 
rungzebe, when it was conquered by one of his generals, Emir 
Jemla : a very circumftantial account of the expedition, with a par- 
ticular delcription of the country of Allam, is given by that intel- 
ligent traveller in the 2d Part of Travels in India, page 187, 
London Edit. 
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Adjoiuingc to Afham is Tibbiit bordering upon 

Khata through which is the road to Maha Chciii ^3, 

generally called Ma Chcen. The capital city 
of Khata is Cawn Balecg ‘4 [^'Lj O^] jour-

He deferibes the artificial channel as thirty Guz (i. e. fixty Englifli 
feet) in breadth, and fays that it is cut through the middle of the 
town. Thofe who want to fee a very particular and curious de- 
feription of this city, will find it in Dr. Campbell’s Colie6lijn of 
Voyages in the manner of Harris, Vol. I, page 6o6, taken from 
Marco Polo’s Travels, It is generally imagined, fays Dr. Camp- 
bell in his Note on the above-mentioned page, that Khan Baleek 
is the city of Peking, the prefentr metropolis of China. Cathay 
(which Abul Fazel means by Khata) was formerly thought to be 
a diftindt kingdom from China, and it is probable that it com- 
prized Chinefe Tartary and the northern provinces of ^he Chinefc 
empire.

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ney from the fea, to which there is a large artificial canal 
lined with ftoiae. Alexander ^5^ is reported to have left 
India from this quarter ; and it is laid, that through 
this artificial channel you may reach the fea in four days 
and four nights. 

To the South-eaft of Bengal is a large country called 
Arkhung to which the Bunder ^^7 of Chitta- 

gong properly belongs : here are plenty of elephants, but 
great Icarcity of horles, allb camels and afles are very 
high priced : neither cows nor buffaloes are found in this 
country; but there are animals of a middle fpccies be- 
tween thefe, whole milk the people drink ; they are pied 
and of various colours. Their religion has no kind of 
agreement either with the Mahomedan or Hindoo : twin 
brothers and fifters may intermarry, and only mother and

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fbn are proliibltcd from it : they pay implicit obedience 
to the will of their priefts. The women are the Ibldicra 
of this country, to whom the men are fable rvieiit. The 
complexion of thelc people is dark, and the men arc 
beardlcfs. 

Near to this tribe is Peigoo which former 

winters called Cheen, accounting that to be the capital city 
of Pegu Tlv-ir military force confifts of elephants 

and infantry ; fome of their elephants arc white. Clofe 
to this country are fome mines of metals and precious 
flones, wdiich are the fu bjccl of continual contention be- 
twixt the cliicfs of Pegu, Arakan, I'iprah, and the Mugs. 

Bungalah originally was called Bung; it de- 

rived the additional al from that being the name given to 
little gardens which the ancient Rajahs cauled to be raifed 
in all the low lands at the foot of the mountains ; their

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breadth was twenty cubits, and height ten cu-

Tlic air of Bengal is very temperate : the rains begin 
in the month of April and continue for fix months, fall- 
ing moll frequent and hcaviefl in the latter months ; 
when the low lands are fbmctlmes inti rely overflowed, 
excepting the little mounds of earth delcribed above. For 
a long time pall: the air of Bengal had been unhealthy at 
the leaving oft of the raiiis, afflicting both man and cattle ; 
but under the aufpiccs of his prefcnt Majcfty the calamity 
has ccalcd 


T he name of this country, according to the Perlian ortliogra- 
phy, is more commonly written Bnngala than Bungalah ; but 

in Bengal character it is written Bangala. 

In the beginning of April (and fometimes earlier in the Ibuth- 
ern parts of Bengal) there are frequent llorms of thunder, lighten- 
ing, wind, and rain from the north-weft quarter: thefe fqualls 
moderate the heat very much, and they continue till the letting- in 
of the periodical rains, which generally commence in the beginning 
of June, and by which the country is in many parts overflowed. 
If the rains break up early in September, the weather is intenfely 
hot, and the inhabitants are very fickly. 


Tlie 
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The finefl; river iu tliis Subah is called Gung [kiCZSib 
(Ganges) the fonree of which has never been traced. Th( 
Hindoo pricAs Aiy that it flows from llic hair of the giani 
Sermehah in tlie northern mountains, from whence It runs 
through the Subahs of Hehly, Agra, and Bahar into Ben- 
gal. Near the town of Cauzyhuttiih in the Sircar oi 
Barbuckabad, it fends a branch to the Eafl: called Pud- 
hatty, which empties itfclf into the fca at Chittagong 
The main river in its courle to the Ibuthward forms three 
jftreams, the Surooftee, the Jown, and the Gung, called 
in tlie Hindoo language Terbcenec : die C?ung, after being 
divided into a thoufand channels, joins the lea at S^ta- 
gong; and the Sarooftee and Jown difeharge themfelves 
in like manner. The Hindoos have a very high venera- 
tion for the water of the Gang, but fomc particular parts 
of it are efteemed more holy than others : the great people 
have this water brought them from vaft diflanccs, it being 
efteemed neceflary in the performance of Ibme religious 
ceremonies. The water oF the Gung has been celebrated 
in all ages, not only for its lancllty, but allc) on account 
of its fweetnefs, liglitnefs, and wholelbmenefs, and for 
that it does not become putrid, though kept a wlxole yean 

There 
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There is anotlier very large river called Bcrlinmputter 
which runs from Khata to Coch, and from 
thence to Bazouha, where it je>ijis the iea 

On one fide of the main ocean is tlie fait riv^er of Buf- 
fbrah (bcfidcs the fca already nKa\tioncd) and there is 
another fea that joins the river at Egypt, from whence it 
runs pafl: Perfia to Ethiopia, wljcrc there are a million of 
inhabitants: this laft is called the lea of Aiman, and allb 
the lea of Perfia. Tlic inhabitants of ELhiopla cultivate 
rice in great abundance, of which they have a variety of 
Ipccies : tljis loil is lb fertile, that every llnglc grain will 
yield a meafiirc of fifteen S.cr Their bar veils leldom 
fail ; and the fame ground will produce tlirec crops in a 
year : vegetation is here fo extremely quick, that as fall 
as the water rifes the plants of rice grow above it, fb

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that the ear is never immerfed ; men of experience affirm 
that a fingle ftalk will grow fixty cubits in one night *3, 
The fubjedis pay their revenue regularly every eight 
months, at the places appointed for the receipt of it, in 
money, it not being cuftomary with them to pay any 
part in kind. They have fuch plenty of grain as to be 
hardly at the trouble of meafuring it. The king rules 
with luch moderation, that the demands of government 
are invariably the famo^. Their food for the moft part is 
fifh, rice, barley, and wheat ; and thofe who live diffe- 
rently fiifier from indigeftion. Both men and women in 
general go quite naked, and none cover more than the 
loins : the women are the labourers of the country. The 
habitations of the common people are little huts made of 
reeds ; but there are fome houfes, that, although built

only of the fame materials, will coft five thoufand rupees, 
and fometimes more, and they are of a very long* dura- 
tion. They travel chiefly by water, efpecially in the r^ny 
feafons : they conftru£t boats for war, burthen, and^ tra- 
velling. So Ikilful are thefe people in the art of befieging, 
that they will eafily take a fort almoft as fbon as they in- 
veft it. 

The inhabitants of Sookhafun are very fond 

of fait ; but as the country does not produce this article, 
they are obliged to fetch it from vaft diftances. Neither 
diamonds, cornelians, nor agates are found here. Their 
fruits and flowers arc fine and in plenty : the beetle-nut 
flrains the lips of thofe who eat it quite red

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Jennutabad is a very ancient city; it was 

once the capital of Bengal : formerly it was called Luck- 
nowtee, and fbmetimes Gowr, which latter was the title 
of the ancient kings of Bengal ; the name it now bears 
was given by the prefent emperor. Here is a fine fort, 
to the caftward of which is a large wild, called Chutteah- 
puttea, interfered with finall rivers, and if the dams 
break during the heavy periodical rains, the whole coun- 
try is laid under water. TTo the northward of the fort is 
a large building, a kroh in length, a work of great anti- 
quity where there is a refer v^oir of water, called Paaz- 
barie, which is of a very noxious property : it was ufoal, 
when a criminal was capitally condemned, to confine him 
in this building, where, being allowed no other drink 
than this water, he expired in a very fhort time ; but his 
prefent mjyefty has ordered this punifhment to be difeou- 
tinued.

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Mahmoodabad The fort is furrouiided 

by a marfli. When Sheer Khan conquered this country, 
fbme of the Rnjah’s elephants fled into the Jungles, where 
they have incrcaied to great numbers. This Sircar pro- 
duces long pepper. 

In the Sircar of Khalifutabad are large 

forefts wdiich abound w'ith elephants. 

Sircar Bookla is upon the banks of tlic lea, 

and the fort is fltuated amongft trees. On the firft day 
of the moon the water begins to rlic, and continues in- 
crealing till the fourteeiith, from which time to the end 
of the month it decreafes gradually every day" - 7 , 

In the twenty-eighth year of the prefent reign, one 
afternoon at three o’clock there was a terrible inundation.

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which drowned the whole Sircar: the Rajah was at an 
entertainment, from whence he embarked in a boat ; his 
ion Panminnnd Roy, with many people, climbed to tlie 
top of a pygoda, and the merchants betook themfelvcs to 
their Ihips. It blew an hvirricanc, with tliundcr and 
lightening, for five hours and a half, during which time 
the fea was greatly agitated : tlic houfes and boats were 
iwallowed up, nothing remaining but the pagoda and the 
merchants fhips. Near two hundred thoufand living creaf 
tures perifhed in this calamity. 

Sircar Ghora Gliaiit [ produces raw filk.,. 

gunneys, and plenty of Tan Ian horfes Here are abun- 
dance of fruits In high perfection ; amongft the reft is one 
called the Lutken, in fhape rcfembllng a nutmeg, but to 
the tafte is fbmewhat like the pomegranate ; it contains 
three feeds ^9, 


A fmall but hardy breed of horfes. Hill well known in Bengal 
by the fame denomination.

Sircar Bazouha the forefts of this Sircar 

fupply timbers fit for building boats and for the beams of 
houfcs ; and here is an iron mine* 

Sircar Sunargong ] : in this Sircar is fabricated 

a very beautiful cloth called Caflas. Near the banks of 
the river is a large relervoir of water, which gives a pe- 
culiar whitenefs to the cloths that are walhed in it. 

Sircar Silhet [ } is very mountainous: it fur- 

mfhes many eunuch flaves for the Serais (or leraglios). 
Here grows a delicio^is fruit called Sciintera, in colour 
like an orange, but of an oblong form. China root ia 
produced here in great plenty, which was but lately dif- 
covered by fome learned travellers In thefe mountains 
is abundance of Sandal wood ; they fell the trees in the 
rains, and leave them expofed to the weather all that fea- 
fon, after which they reject all thole tliat are any wile 
rotten. The Bunraje is a bird with a black body, ivd 
eyes, a long tail, and wings beautifully variegated, mea-

furino; 
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faring a cubit when extended ; they are eafily tamed, and 
will imitate the voice of any animal. The Sheergunge 
is another bird, which difiers in nothing from the former, 
but the colour of its legs and bill, which are red : they 
both eat flclh and prey upon fmall birds. 

Clultgong is a large city, fituated amongfl: 

trees, upon the banks of the ica, and is a great einj^oiium, 
being the refort of merchants of all nations. 

Sliereifabad [Oljt v — produces very beautiful white 
bullocks of a great iize, whicli will carry a burden of fif- 
teen maunds ; like camels they bend their knees to be 
loaded. It is allb noted fexr large goats and fighting 
cocks. 

Satgong [Jbsj'Lw] : there are two Bunders, half a kroh 
diftant from each other ; one called Satgong, and the 
other Houghly, long eftabllfhed : at both tliefe places tlie 
Europeans have hoifted their flags

iiis voyage to Satagong, with a defeription of the city, in the fol- 
lowing words : 


I de- 
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M&d&run ; in this Sircar, at a place called 

Hurpah, is a diamond mine, where are found ch fly 
fmall Hones. 


I departed from Orifa to Bengal to the harbour Piqueno,^ 
whiv.li is diltant from Orifa towards the Eafl a hundred and fe- 
ventic uiiles. 'I'hey goe as it were rowing alongfl the coaft fiftic 
“ and foure miles, and then we enter into the river Ganges ; from 
the mouth of this river to a citie called Satagan, where the mer- 
chants gather themfclvcs together with their trade, are a hun- 
“ dred miles, which they rowe in eighteen howres with the increale 
‘‘ of the water; in which river it floweth and ebbeth as it dotli in 
“ the Thamia, and when the ebbing w^ater is come, they are not 
‘‘ able to row againft it by reafoii of the fwiftnefs of the water *, yet 
“ their barks be light and armed with oares, like to foiftes, yet they 
cannot prevail againil the lireame, but for refuge mull: make 
them fad to the banke of the river until the next flowing water ; 
and they call their barkes Bazaras and Patuas *, they rowe as well 


‘‘ as a galliot, or as well as ever I have leen any. A good tide’s 
rowing before you cc;me to Satagan you lhall have a place 
“ which is called Buttor, and from thence upwards the fhips doe 
not goe, becaufe that upwards the river is very ihallowe and little 
water. Every yeere at Buttor they make and unmake a village, 
‘‘ with houfes and fhoppes made of flrawc, and with all things

try : the climate is very healthy ; it confifts of live Sir- 


neccflarie to their ufes ; and this village fbandeth fo long as the 
** lliips ride there, and till they depart from the Indies, and when 
they are departed every man goeth to his plot of houfes, and 
“ there fetteth fire on them, which thing made me to marvaile : for 
** as I palled up to Satagan, I faw this village flanging with a great 
“ number of people, with an infinite number of (hips and baza> 
ras i at my return, comming downe with my captaine of the lafl: 
“ Ihip, for whom I tarried, I was all airiazed to fee fnch a place 
fo foone rafed and burnt, and nothing left but the figne of the 
“ burnt houfes. The fmall fhips go to Satagan, and there they 
lade. 

“ Of the City of Satagan. 

In the port of Satagan every yeere lade thirtie or five-and- 
“ thirtie Ihips, great and fmall, with rice, cloth of bombaft of di- 
“ verfe forts, lacca, great abundance of fugar, mirabolans dried 
“ and prelerved, long pepper, oyle of zerzelimc, and many other 
fortes of merchandife. The citie of Satagan is a reafonable, 
fairc citie for a citie of the Moores, abounding with all things, 
and w'as governed by the king of Patane, and is now fubjedl to 
the Great Mogol. I was in this kingdom four months, whereas 
“ many merchants did buy or fraight boates for their benefites, 
and with thefe barkes they goe up and down the river of Ganges 

« to 
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cars, viz. Jelafbre, Bchdaruck, Cuttack, Culllngdundpaut, 
and Raje Mahincler : thefe five Sircars are now added to 
Bengal 3 2. 


to faires, buying their commoditie with a great advantage, be- 
“ caufe that every day in the weekc they have a faire, now in one 
“ place and now in another ; and I alfo hired a barke, and went 
“ up and down the river and did my bufinefs.’* Hakluyt’s Coll, 
of Voyages, Vol. II. p. 230, printed in Lond. A. D. 1598. 

This city, fo confiderable two hundred years ago, is now only a 
fmall village, the name whereof is hardly known to the Englifh in- 
habitants of Calcutta, though it is not much more than twenty 
miles diftant from them. 

3» The reader will not perhaps be difpleafed to compare the 
account in the text with that of a cotemporary writer, the before- 
mentioned Caefar Frederick. 

Of the Kingdom of Orisa and the River Ganges. 

Orifa was a faire kingdome and truftie, through the which a 
man might have gone with golde in his hande without any dan- 
“ gcr at all as long as the lawful! king reigned, which was a gentile, 
who continued in the citie called Satacha, which was within 
“ the land fix days journey. This king loved ftrangers marvellous 
“ well, cfpetially merchants which had traffique in and out of his 
kingdom, in fuch wife that he would take no cuftonie of them. 


“ neither 
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Orifa contains one hundred and twenty-nine Puckah 
forts, fubje£l to the command of Gujeputty. 

The rains continue here for eight months : three months 
in the year are cold, and only one month is very hot. 


‘‘ neither any other grievous thing *, oncly the fliips that came thi- 
“ thcr payde a fmall thri^g according to her portage : and every 
** yeerc in the port of C ^rila were laden five-and-twentic or thirtie 
fliips, great and fmall. with ryce and divers fortes of fine white 
“ bombafle clothe, oylc of zerzelinc, which they make of a feed, 
“ and it is very good to eate and to fry fifli withal, and great (lore 
‘‘ of butter, iacca, long peppery ginger, myrabolans dry and con- 
di.e, great llore of cloth of herbes, which is a kind of filke, 
“ which groweth amongfl the woods without any labour of man, 
and when the bole thereof is grown round as bigge as an orange, 
** then they take care onely to gether them. About fixteenc yeeres 
pall this king with his kingdome were deilroyed by the king of 
“ i^atanc, which w^as alfo king of the grcatefl part of Bengal a *, 
and when he had got the kingdome, he fet cuflome there, and 
“ twenty pro Cento, as merchants paide in his kingdome ; but this 
tyrant enjoyed his kingdome but a fmall time, but was con- 
quered by another tyrant, which was the Great Mogol, king of 
Agra, Delly, and all Cambaia, without any refiftancc.”

6 Rice 
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Rice is cultivated here in great abundance. 

The inhabitants being Hindoos live upon rice, fifli, 
and vegetables : after boiling the rice they fteep it in cold 
water, and eat it the fecond day. 

The men are vaftly cfFeminate, being very fond of or- 
naments and anointing their bodies with Sandal wood oil. 
The women cover only the lower parts of the body, and 
make themlelves drefles of the leaves of trees : they live 
in huts built of the Palmira tree. 

The language of the inhabitants of Orila is lb peculiar 
to themfelves, as not to be underftood in any other pro- 
vince. 

The women may marry two or three times. 

Ink and paper are leldom ufed here ; for the moft part 
they write with an iron ftyle upon the leaf of the TMr 
tree, and they hold the pen with the fill clenched. 

Here are manufa£lures of cloth. 

Some elephants are found in this province. 

The fruits and flowers of Orifa are very fine and in 
great plenty : tlie Nulreen is a flower delicately formed 
and of an exquifite fmell ; the outer fide of the leaves is 
white, and the inner is of a yellow colour. The Road- 

H fuckafun 
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fuckafun is a tree whofe leaves are very odoriferous : the 
Kewrah grows here quite common ; and they have a great 
variety of the Beetle leaf. 

The fine large white Conch {hells are found here upon 
the fhore. 

They reckon all their accounts in Cowries ; four Cow- 
ries they call a Gundah ; five Gundahs one Boory ; four 
Boories are a Pun, and fixteen Pun one Khavun (fbme- 
times they reckon twenty Pun to the Khavun) ; ten Kha- 
vun are a Rupee 

Cutack : at the capital bearing this name is a 

/lone fort, fituated between two branches of the riv’^er Me- 
hanucUly, which the Hindoos hold in great veneration ; 
upon the banks of this river are many beautiful pleafure 
houlcs belonging to the great men of the country. 

The country for five or fix kroh round the fort is fo 
low, that in the rainy fcafon it is entirely under water. 

I 'ere is a very fine palace built by Muckund Dow, 
confifting of nine diftindl buildings ; one for the elephants, 
camels, and horfes ; another for the artillery and military

6 ftores^ 
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ftores, where are alfo apartments for the feveral attend- 
ants ; a third is the treafury ; a fourth is appropriated for 
the feveral artificers ; the kitchens make the fifth range ; 
the lixth contains the Rajah^s apartments, which are very 
extenfive ; the feventh is for the tranladtion of all public 
bufinefs ; the eighth is where the women refide ; and the 
ninth is the Rajah’s fleeping apartment. 

To the South of this palace is a very ancient pagoda^ 
open towards the Eaft. 

In the town of Purfbtim, on the banks of the lea, 
flands the pagoda of Jagnaut 34, near to which are the 
images of Khiflen, his brother, and their lifter, made of 
Sandal wood, which are faid to be four thovifand years 
old. 

It is related that Inder Dummun of Neelgurpureet, the 
Kiflarah Rajah, lent a learned Bramln to pitch upon a 
proper fpot for the foundation of a city : after a long learch 
he arrived upon the banks of the fca, which he thought 
on many accounts preferable to any place he had yet feen.

Whilft 
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Whiljft he was debating with himfelf, whether to fix upon 
this ipot, or to continue his journey in queft of a better, 
he faw a crow dive into the water, and after having 
wafhed its body it made obcifance to the fea : the Bramin 
was aftoniflied at this fight, and as he underftood the lan- 
guage of birds, he afked the crow the reafon of this ftrange 
procedure; the crow anfwe red, “ I was formerly of the 
tribe of the wicked Dowtah and am come to pay 
my obcifance to this image, who being a prophet, the 
Creator of the world turns his countenance towards 
“ this place ; and whoever abides here, and applies his 
mind to the worihip of God, he lhall prolper. It is 
a long time that 1 have been in fearch of this place, 
and at length my defire is accomplifhed ; as your in- 
tentions arc good, behold and know the wonders of 
«« this land*” The Bramin upon this revelation returned 
to the Rajah, and perfuaded him to build a city and a 
place of worfliip upon the fpot where the crow had ap- 
peared. The Rajah one night, after having diftributed

juftice^ 
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juftlce, heard in a dream a voice faying to him, “ On a 
“ certain day caft thine eyes upon the lea Ihore, where 
“ there will arilc out of the water a piece of wood fifty- 
two inches long, and one and a half cubit's broad ; 
“ take up that holy form, fhut it up Icven days in thine 
“ houle, and in whatever lhape it lhall then appear, place 
“ it under an arch in the pagoda.” It hajipening juft as 
he had dreamt, he called the image Jagnaut, and having 
ornamented it with gold and precious ftones, he placed it 
in the pagoda, where it is reported to have performed 
many miracles. Callaphar, wlicn he conquered this coun- 
try for Soliman Gourzany, threw the wooden image of 
J%naut into a fire, which (by the interpofition of evil 
Ipirits) having no effea upon it, he ordered it to be caft 
into the lea, from whence it was again recovered. 

The Bramins walh thele images fix times every day, 
and drefs them every time in frelh cloaths ; as foon as 
they are drefled, fifty-fix Bramins prefent them with va- 
rious kinds of food, and lerve them ftanding : the quan- 
tity of viauals offered to thefe idols is fo very great as to 
feed twenty thoufimd perlbns.

Near 
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Near to the pagoda of Jagiiaut is the Airabah (or 
Rut) with lixteen wheels, upon which thefe images are 
carried in proc.ffion at a certain time every year; and they 
think, that whoever affifts in drawing it along obtains a 
remiffion of all his fins. 

A little to the eaftward of this pagoda is another build- 
ing for religious worfliip, in the creeling of which was 
expended the whole revenue of Cutack for twelve years. 
No one can pollibly behold this imnienfc edifice without 
being ftruck with amazement. The wall wdiich furrounds 
the whole is one hundred and fifty cubits high, and 
nineteen cubits thick -^7, 

Theie are three entrances to it : at the eaftern gate are 
two very fine figures of elephants, each with a man upon 
his trunk ; to the Weft are two furprlzing figures of 
horftmeii completely armed ; and over the northern gate

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are carved two tigers killing two elephants. In the front 
of the building is a pillar of an oftagonal form fifty covids 
high : when you enter this way you come into an exten- 
five enclofurc, where you fee a largj llone arch, upon 
which are carved the fun and the ftars, and round them 
is a border, where are reprefented a great vari-ty of hu- 
man figures, cxprefling the dlflcrent paflions of the mind ; 
fbme kneeling, others proftrated with their faces upon the 
earth, and all kinds of beafts ; fo well executed, that they 
feem to be alive. This is faid to be a work of nine hun- 
dred and tliirty years antiquity. The Kiflara Rajah Nur- 
fing Dow finiftied this building, thereby erLdling for him- 
felf a lading monument of fame. 

There are twenty-eight fmall temples beloughig to this 
pagoda, fix before tlie gate, and twenty-two without the 
iiiclofurc ; and they are all reported to have performed 
miracles. 

Many pretend that at this place is the tomb of Mah- 
mocxl, and to this day they relate many ftories of liis 
fayings and acllons : he was revered both by Mahomedans 
and Hindoos on account of his wifilom and exemplary 
virtue ; when he died the Bramins wanted to carry his

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body to be burned, and the Mahomedans infifted upon 
burying it ; but when they lifted up the flicct from the 
bier, the corpfe could not be found ^" 9 , 

T[ he Subah of Bengal coiififts of twenty- four Sircars, 
and feven hundred and eighty-feven Mahls : the revenue 
is fifty-nine Crores, eighty-four Lacks, fifty-nine thou- 
fand and throe hunJred and nineteen Dams 4 °, or Rupees 
1,49,61482 115:2 in money, and the Zemindars (who 
are moflly Koits) furnifli alfo 23,330 cavalry, 801,150 
infantry, 1170 elephants, 4260 cannon, and 4400 boats. 


39 Tavernier, in the 2d Part of his Travels in India, p. 173. 
(Lond. Tranflation) gives a long defeription of the temple of Ja- 
gunaut ; he is miftaken in placing it near the banks of the Ganges ; 
but upon the whole his account will be found to agree pretty nearly 
with that of Abul Fazel in the text, when we make allowance for 
the alterations that might have happened in the courfe of almoft a 
century. 

Mr. Frafer, in the fummary hiftory of the Moghol Empire 
prefixed to his Life of Nader Shah, computes the yearly revenue 
of Bengal at fifty Crore of Dams in the reign of Aurungzebe.
